Inventions I and II arc related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that 
the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In 
the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the 
subcombination as claimed because at least the cable (of the traction means) in claim 37 
is not required in the combination. The subcombination has separate utility such as 
utilizing two symmetrical conveyors to convey two separate items in a side by side 
fashion. The combination claims are not capable of this action. 

3 . The examiner has required restriction between combination and 
subcombination inventions.
